Eyes May Change Color 

The possibility of a man’s eyes 
changing color as the result of, a 
shock -or physical ill treat- 
ment was the subject of an interest 
ing discussion recently by a number 
of surgeons in the eye ward of one 
of the great London liospitais.

It must be admitted, however, that 
most feats of this character, as per-}

Many of these feats are performed 
by means of a cue word, in just the
